A SAVORED LAND. 
General Rusk, Secretary of agricul­ 
ture. speaking to day of the agrioultur a1 
resources of the eouthrn states near here 
said: “ I cannot understand how it is 
tpat farming in Virginia is not more 
prod table and that farming land is not 
more valuable. The land is good, the 
markets are near, the climate is excellent 
for the crops; the land ought to be worth 
9100 in places where it is worth only 
ten dollars. I don’t understand it, and 
I am going 
to 
try 
to 
dad 
out 
why it is." Secretary Rusk will prob­ 
ably begin his inquiries by accepting 
some of the invitations to the adjacent 
Virginia fairs, lf he looks carefully 
enough in the subject he will dud one of 
the great difficulties is the labor prob­ 
lem. The white men don’t care to work 
as they do in northern communities, and 
the colored men have not improved in 
thrift as they ought to have done since 
the war, but are living in a hand-to- 
mouth sort of way. If Uncle Jerry has 
an idea of endeavoring to improve the 
value of farm lands in the south he will 
be welcomed even by the Bourbon dom* 
ocraoy, unless he has kind words to say 
for the protection system.—Inter Ocean.

There is not a ter­ 
ritory in all the United (States whose ag­ 
ricultural resources excel those of Vir­ 
ginia. The climate is not only healthful, 
but it is more temperate and equable 
than in the northern states or the terri­ 
tories, the soil is excellent and the bast 
of markets are near at hand. 
There Bro chances for an industrious 
farmer to make two dollars in Virginia to 
one dollar in the territories. 
There are 
no blizzards in the Old Dominion, no 
sudden changes m the weather that make 
crop raising a matter of considerable un­ 
certainly. 
If the northern people who want t° 
change locations, or if young men who 
want to make farms for themselves, will 
try such a 6taie as Virginia, they will 
make a failure. But there is much pre­ 
judice in the north even against Virginia. 
it does not come from the climate or the

but

that rule the 
south. 
If Governor 
Busk wants aa axplanatioa why land in 
Virginia is worth only 910 an>nre when 
it should be worth 9100, he will find it 
in the politics of the south. If the bal­ 
lot was just as free in the south as it is 
in Wisconsin, much of the prejudice 
against the southern states would disap­ 
pear. Virginia is looking up in that di- 
rection„and when the state is thoroughly 
redeemed, when protection 
can 
be 
preached with just aa much freedom m 
that state as in Pennsylvania, then land 
will rise in value, and northern men will 
developed.

Win NI PKO, 
Manitoba, July 31.—Ute 
court room was crowded Tuesday when 
the three judges entered to give a decision 
upon the appeal in the case of Martin 
Burke, the Cronin suspect. 
The Chief Justice was the first to render 
y judgment. 
Ho went over tho facts of tho 
proceedings very hurriedly and then pro­ 
ceeded to sweep away one by one the ob­ 
jections raised by Burke’s lawyers when 
the application for a writ of habeas corpus 
was made. 
Constable McKinnon’s evi­ 
dence was not objectionable as the question 
asked wore only such as were necessary 
to secure tho information for the police 
office register. 
The chief justice had ex­ 
amined the cases quoted by Baker and 
found that they fully sustained his opinion 
that a man who is an accessory to a crime 
may bo indicted as a principal. 
As to the 
agreement that the court should l»e gov­ 
erned only by tho provisions of tho treaty, 
the chief justice held that the court could 
only be guided by the crime intended to 
be committed and not by the defini­ 
tion of the crime in tho treaty. 
He 
did not consider it his duty to weigh the 
evidence. 
All that was necessary to soo 
was that there was sufficient evidence, ac­ 
cording to the Dominion statute, to com­ 
mit for trial. 
As tho defense had set up 
that there was no evidence to convict he 
had been obliged to review it 
He had 
done so and he could not help arriving at 
tho conclusion that, taken as a whole, the 
evidence was enough to excite strong sus­ 
picion against tho prisoner. 
The chief 
justice then reviewed the evidence nt con­ 
siderable length. 
In his opinion the ap­ 
peal should be dismissed and the judgment 
of Justice Bain extraditing Burke sus­ 
tained. 
Judgo Dubuis delivered a short judgment 
concurring in tho principal points and con­ 
cluding that tho appeal should bo dismissed. 
Judge Iv diam, in a judgment of consider­ 
able length, agreed with his brother judges 
in dismissing the appeal and holding Burke 
for extradition. 
Tho throe judges spoke 
of tho desirability of cultivating a policy 
of tho freest exchange of criminals be­ 
tween the two countries, but pointed out 
that it was a matter for the executive 
department to deal with.

Mineral Ridge. 
Ho had been hanging 
around tho postoffice the day before.

B ir m in g h a m , 
Alo., 
July 31.—Rub© 
Burrows, tho daring murderer and train 
robber, for whoso capture thoro arc re­ 
wards aggregating *0,000, ta jnot uow de­ 
fying tho whole civil and military power 
of the State of Alabama, as well as scores 
of detectives employed by express and 
railroad 
companies. 
With four other 
desperate outlaws he is in hiding in the 
wilds of Lamar county, and has sent word 
to the sheriff that he will not be takon 
nlive. 
Tho sheriff of Lamar county tele­ 
graphed tho Governor, asking for a com­ 
pany of State troops to aid in tho capture 
of Burrows. 
Three years ago tho latter 
and his brother Jim robbed a train In 
Arkansas and secured $13,000 from the 
express car. 
They killed a detective who 
followed them to their home in Lamar 
county. 
A few months afterward they 
were arrested 
in 
Montgomery. 
Rube 
escaped by making a dash for liberty from 
the door of the jail and shooting down a 
man who attempted to stop him. 
Jim was 
taken back to Arkansas and died in prison. 
Rube disappeared and was not heard of 
again until ho robbed a train on the Illi­ 
nois Central road, in Mississippi, last Jan­ 
uary. 
Ile again disappeared until two 
weeks ago, when he killed Postmaster 
Graves at Guinn, Ala., because Graves 
recognized him. 
Tho Southern Express 
company and the Illinois Central railroad 
company started a score of detectives to 
Lamar county as soon as they learned Bur­ 
rows was there. 
On last Saturday the officers located him 
in a little cabin in a wild ravine. 
There 
were four other desperadoes with him and 
all were heavily armed. Before they could 
bo 
surrounded, however, the 
outlaws 
quietly slipped out of their hiding place, 
but yesterday they wore located in a new 
stronghold. 


PAYING GRUDGES W ITH DYNAM ITE. I

It had 
been quietly announced that upon the 
occasion there would lie a contest between 
rival machines, and a large crowd had 
assemble I. 
Fortunately at the time the 
dynamite was fed into tho machine a 
greater portion of the people were in the 
shado of a large tree some distance off. 
The feeder, a band cutter on one side, and 
the owner of the machine are reported 
dead. 
A team of horses on each side of 
the machine wore killed and the wagons 
shattered.

Bo st o n, Mass., July 31.—E. and A. IL 
Batchellor & Co., among tho largest hoot 
and shoo firms in Boston, and doing busi­ 
ness at 106 Summer street, have assigned. 
A t the office of the firm nothing definite 
as to the extent of the liabilities, etc., can 
be loamed at present. 
A statement is to 
be prepared and given out this afternoon. 
Later in tho day Mr. Batchollor of tho 
firm stated that the liabilities would reach 
$1,250,000, with nominal assets about tho 
same figure. 
An expert accountant is 
now going over tho books, and a report 
will be made to the creditors as soon as 
possible. 
The assignees are Thomas E. 
Proctor of Boston and U. Batchellor of 
North Brookfield. 
The larger amount of 
the indebtedness is said to lie on paper and 
beld by parties who are at present un­ 
known to the firm. 
Four-fifths of the in­ 
debtedness is to banks and individuals. 
Tho leather trade will not suffer, as the 
firm paid cash for most of its leather. Tile 
company is one of long standing, and tho 
failure creates great surprise. 
This was one of the ten firms in Worces­ 
ter county that had a long contest with 
the Knights of Labor in 1887 lasting some 
five months, and this struggle, which re­ 
sulted in favor of tho manufacturers, was 
very expensive and has undoubtedly con 
tributed directly or indirectly to the pres­ 
ent embarrassment. 
Tho immediate < nu so 
of the failure is large losses made by A. 
H. Batchellor outside of the business, and 
tho fact that the recent largo failures in 
the leather trade, followed by the Lewis 
Brothers failure, added to the ill health of 
the senior member of tho firm, have ren­ 
dered 
it 
difficult 
to 
obtain 
money 
on 
tho 
firm’s 
commercial 
paper. 
It 
is 
undoubtedly 
true that 
tho manufacturing business of the firm has 
been profitable and this makes it likely 
that the business will be re-established un­ 
der some arrangement between the firm 
and its creditors. 
The firm owns its 
factory and machinery, which are esti­ 
mated to be worth over $200,000, mid also 
owns tho Batcheller hotel at North Brook­ 
field. 
Tho firm carries an insurance of 
nearly $1,000,000 on buildings, machinery, 
and stock. 
A. H. Batcheller, the head of 
the firm, lives in Boston, and is a director 
in the Manufacturers' bank. 
His resi­ 
dence, which is on Commonwealth avenue, 
stands in his wife’s name. 
Francis Batch­ 
eller,'the junior partner, lives at North 
Brookfield and has chargo of the manu­ 
facturing.

B ism arck, D. T., July 31.—Most of tho 
time of tho convention was occupied in 
considering the school land question in 
committee of tho whole. 
It was finally 
settled by providing that school lands shall 
ndt be sold in tracts of less than IGO acres. 
Tho purchaser days one flfh down and the 
remaining four-flftus in five, ten, fifteen, 
and twenty years. 
Buell, the Minneapolis sin.;Ie-tax ad­ 
vocate, arrived to-day and addressed the 
convention on that subject, advocating 
that tho constitution provide for tho sys­ 
tem of taxation. 
A large number of Jamestown citizens 
are for the purpose of having the capital 
located In that city if possible. 
Sioux Falls, D. T., July 31.—No 
business will be transacted bv tho conven­ 
tion till the division commission returns 
from Bismarck. 
O l y m p i a , W. T., July 31.—The conven­ 
tion spent all day on tho military Iii 11 ami 
passed the sections subjecting all able­ 
bodied citizens between the ages of 18 and 
45 to military duty nnd establishing a 
soldiers’ home. 
A number of protests havelieen received 
from various Innards of trade aud city 
councils against tho se tions requiring 
foreigO corporations to have olio ors here 
and establishing a railroad commission. 
Both sections will probably l>e defeated.

but not fatally injured. 
Two barns be­ 
longing to Patrick McGowan wero totally 
destroyed. 
Mr. McGowan, who is HO 
years old, was so badly injured that no 
hopes of his recovery ore entertained. 
Thoro being no more buildings iii tho 
path of tho tornado no more serious dam ­ 
age was .lone. 
Ped 
quilts and drosses 
belonging to Mrs. Nelson wero found iii a 
pond four miles from tho scene of the 
storm. 
Hugo timbers wero also found 
stuck up iu tho mountains some distance 
away. 


N ew ark D eluged. 
N ew ark , N. J., July 31.-—This place 
has just experienced the most disastrous 
storm that ever visited this city. 
In this 
city cellars were flooded and sewers burst. 
Work bad to he suspended in the factories 
in the lower section. 
A wa-hout occurred 
on the Morris & Essex railroad at South 
Orange and trains wero dolnyed for many 
hours. In South Orange several buildings, 
including tho postoffice, wore carried away, 
and 250 barrels of flour were washed out 
of one storehouse. 
In Orange Ynlley tho 
water is up to tho second story windows 
and great damage has been done to tho 
numerous hat factories thoro 
People wero 
compelled to paddle around on planks and 
to swim in order to got to places of safety 
on high ground. 
Bloomfield and Mont­

Should it buf^t it would overflow 
Millburn and other small towns along the 
Rahway river, of which it is tho source, 
and tho damago would reach as far as 
Rahway. 
Tho dam is still 
reported all 
right, but tho inhabitants of towns are 
preparing to move to high groun I. 
Near­ 
ly every road in tho country is impassable, 
and all the bridges have been 
washed 
away. 


Plainfield Flooded. 
P lainfield, N. J., July 31.—.This place 
is suffering from tho greatest flood ever 
known hore. 
Tho dam at Stony Brook, 
above the Greon Valley mills, has given 
way, carrying with it Coddington’s ice 
houses and many barns and seriously un­ 
dermining tho mills. 
A dam on Green 
Brook, in tho heart of tho town, has also 
given away and caused much damage. 
Many wooden buildings were carried away. 
The immense dam at "Westfield, back of 
Scotch Plains, has collapsed and an addi­ 
tional body of water was thereby thrown 
into tho valley below. 
Green Brook could 
not cpfitain it and tho water rushed across 
to 
Cedar brook and thence through tho 
finest residence portion of Plainfield.
